On January 31, 1969, a confidential gfurce informed 
that EVERETT LEROY JONES, also known as LEROI JONES, the 
Negro playwright had been invited to stage-a-play entitled, 
"A Black Mass", on the Clearwater Campus of the St. 
Petersburg Junior College on February 14, 1969. The source 
said that JONES had accepted tbe invitation. 


Continuing, the source remarked that JONES is 
scheduled to be accompanied by seven players, and that the 
company is to appear in Clerwater, Florida, on the afternoon 
of February 14, 1969. They are scheduled to arrive in 
Tampa, Florida, at 1:15 PM, February 14, 1969. The play is 
to be staged in the Fine Arts Auditorium on the Clearwater 
Campus of St. Petersburg Junior College. According to 
the source, the play is violently anti-white and the 
plot concerns six basts representing "white racist" America 
who bite and infect a poor black female, who also becomes 
a beast. The script, according to the source, calls for 
the players, at the end of the production, to exit through 
the audience, making obscene jestures and kissing and licking 
members of the audience to also infect them.

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II. COURT ACTION AGAINST SUBJECT 


A review of the case entitled, "The State of > . 
New Jersey Versus Everett Le Roi Jones, Docket Number 
A-617-67" in the records of the Appellate Division, 
Superior Court of ‘New Jersey, on March 3, 1969, by 
SA DONALD 8, VITEZ revealed that subject appealed an 
earlier conviction of a charge of uniawful possession 
of weapons during the Newark, New Jersey riot in July, 
1967. On December 23, 1968, the court granted subject 
a new trial. On the same date, the court granted a new 
trial on a conviction of criminal contempt of court 
levied by the trial judge on November 6, 1967.
